out delay. The abdomen was opened 
through the line of the bullet wound, 
the ball having been located. It was 
found the ball had penetrated the 
stomach. The opening in the front 
wall of the stomach was carefully 
closed with silk stitches, after which a 
search was made for a hole in the 
back wall ot the stomach. Tbis was 
found and closed in the same wav. 
The further course of the bullet 
could not be discovered. 
The abdo- 


men wound was closed without drain- 
age. So far as the physicians could 
determine the bullet bad caused no 
injury to the intestines or other ab- 
dominal organs. 


President McKinley stood tbe oper- 


ation with the fortitude that has ev- 
er marked him when called upon to 
endure physical pain, and at its close 
the rate of pulse was -.130. This, the 
physicians consider most gratifying. 


The President's condition cannot 


be foretold.His condition at 2 o'clock 
Saturday morning justifies the hope 
of recovery.

At the National Capital. 


Washington. Sept. 7.—The news of 


the shooting of President McKinley 
caused a tremendous sensation, hen; 
So frequent have been rumors of liiis 
sort, often put afloat ia recent years 
for stock-jobbing purposes, that the 
general disposition at first was to 
withhold full acceptance of the story 
of tbe news, but -when it was confirm- 
ed a feeling of deep gloom and pro- 
found sorrow spread over the city, for 
McKinley's delightful personality had 
endeared him to the citizens of Wash- 
ington, apart from the official class. 
in a degree that rarely has been 
equaled. It was some time before the 
full force of the blow was appreciat- 
ed; the people were stunned and they 
could not respond at once and fully 
comprehend the eitent of the great 
disaster that had fallen upon the 
country and themselves.

The Daily Tele- 
graph says editorially: "The most un- 
feigned and heartfelt sympathy will 
go forth from every family in Chris- 
tendom to Mrs. McKinley in tnis hour 
of deepest sorrow and trial. Ameri- 
cans will acquit us of all suspicion of 
insincerity when we claim that tbe 
blow wili be felt with almost equal 
severity in Great Britain as in the 


tbe pawnbrokerage business of the Flow- 
try Kingdom, which is controlled by the 
government. ••'The old man so love* the 
glitter of precious stones." said an Amer- 
ican merchant who has had much to do 
with Li. "that, feebte as he is a.a-1 un- 
comfortable as it may be for him to 
travel, he will go quite a distance to ap- 
praise a stock of jewels that some poten- 
tate may have offered as collateral for « 
"loaa." which generally raeaas a couple of 
million taels or thereabouts."—New York 
Times.

Calmly Admits H«-'» an Anarchist, but 


Stoutly Claim* He Had No Confed- 
erates — Telecrams of Candolruee 
Deluging the Mllburn Residence. 
How the World Received Intelli- 
gence of the Awful Tragedy at Buf- 
falo—Story of tnc Crime. 


Buffalo. Sept. 7.—President McKin- 


ley. who was shot and serioasly 
wounded by a would-be assassin while 
holding a reception in the Temple of 
Music at the Pan-American exposition 


few minutes after 4 o'clock Friday 


afternoon, lies at the residence of 
President Milfaura of the exposition, 
suffering from his wounds. One shot 
took effect in the breast, the other in 
the abdomen- The first is not of a 
serious nature and the bullet has been 
extracted. The latter pierced the ab- 
dominal wall and has not been located.

AS sooa as the crowd in the 
Temple of Music had been dispersed 
snmciently the president was removed 
in the automobile ambulance and 
taken to the exposition hospital, where 
an examination was made. The best 
medical skill was summoned and with- 
in a brief period a number of Buffalo's 
best known practitioners were at the 
president's side. 


On the Operating Table. 


The president retained the full ex- 


ercise of his faculties until placed on 
the operating table and subjected to 
an anaesthetic. Upon the first exam- 
ination it was ascertained that ona 
UuSlet had taken effect in the right 
breast just below the nipple, causing 
a comparatively harmless wound. The 
other took effect in the abdomenabout 
four invrhes below the left nipple, four 
inches to the left of the navel and 
about oa a level with it. 


Upon arrival at the exposition hos- 


pital the second bullet was probed for. 
The walls of the abdomen were open- 
ed but the ball was not located. The 
incision was hastily closed, and after 
a hastv consultation it was decided to 
remove the patient to the home of 
President 
Milburn. This was don«s

work without a hitch, and should his 
designs fail, and the president survive, 
only to divine Providence can be at- 
tributed that beneficent resait- 


The president, although well guard- 


ed by United States secret service de- 
tectives, was fully exposed to such an 
attack as occurred. He stood at the 
edge of the raised dais upon wiiich 
stands the great pips organ, at the 
east side of the magnificent stiucture. 
He was ia. a cheerful mood ami wis 
enjoyinjf to the fui! the hpaity evi- 
dences of good will which everywhere 
met his gaze. Upon his right stood 
John G. Milburn of Buffalo, president 
of the Pan-American exposition, chat- 
ting with the president and intro- 
ducing him to especially persons of 
note who approached. Upon the pres- 
ident's left stood Mr. Cortelyou. 


It was shortly after 4 p. m. trben 


one of the throng which surrounded 
the presidential party, a medium-sized 
man of ordinary appearance and plain- 
ly dressed in black, approached as if 
to greet the president. Both Secre- 
tary Cortelyou aad President Milbarn 
noticed that the man's hand was 
swathed in a bandage or handkerchief. 
Reports of bystanders differ as to 
which hand. He worked his way amid 
the stream of people up to the edge 
of the dais until he was -within two 
feet of the president. President llc- 
Kinley smiled and bowed and extend- 
ed his hand, when suddenly the sharp 
crack of a revolver rang loud aad 
clear above toe hum of voices. 


Caused a Commotion. 


There was an instant of almost com- 


plete silence. The president stood 
stock still, a. look of hesitancy, almost 
of beTriiderment on his face. Then 
be retreated a step, while pallor began 
to steal over his features. The multi- 
tude, only partially aware that some- 
thing serious had happened, paused in 
surprise, while necks were craned and 
all eyes turned as one to the rostrum. 
Then came a commotion. With the 
leap of a tiger three men threw them- 
selves forward, as with one impulse, 
and sprang toward the woi.id-be as- 
sassin. Two of them were United 
States secret service men who - were 
on the lookout, and whose duty it was 
to guard against just such a calamity 
as had here befallen the president and 
the nation. The third was a bystand- 
er, a negro, who had only an instant 
previously grasped the hand of the 
president. As one man the trio hurled 
themselves npon the president's as- 
sailant. In a twinkling he was borne 
to the ground, his weapon was wrest- 
ed from Ms hand and strong arms 
pinioned him down. 


The crowds that a moment before 


had stood mute and motionless, as in 
bewildered ignorance of the enormity 
of the thing, now with a single im- 
pulse surged forwcrd. while a hoarse 
cry welled up from a thousand throat* 


end a. thonsand men charged forward 
to lay hands upon the perpetrator 01 
tae crime. 


President McKJnley. after the first 


shock of the assassin's =fcot. retreated 
a step, then, as the fJetc-ctives leaned 
upon his assailant, he turned, walked 
steadily to a chair and srated himscif. 
at the same time removing bis hat 
• •••! bowing bis head in his hands. In 


Distant Secretary Cortelyou and 
Mont Milburn were at Lis side, 


i-. -, waistcoat was hurriedly opened 
the president meanwhile admonisliins 
those about him to remain calm and 
telling them not to be alarmed. "Bat 
you are wou&ded," cried his secretary, 
"let me examine." 


"No. I ttink not," answered the 


to the home of President Milbura. 
where Mrs. McKinley was resting, im- 
mediate steps were taken to spare ner 
the shock of a premature statement 
of the occurrence before the true con- 
dition of the president should be as- 
certained. Guards were stationed and 
no one was permitted to approach the 
house. When it was decided to re- 
move the president from the exposi- 
tion hospital to the Milburn residence, 
the news was broken to Mrs. McKin- 
ley as gently as possibly. She bore 
the shock remarkably well and dis- 
played the utmost fortitude. At the 
llilburn house telegrams pourea in by 
the hundreds, and Secretary Cortelyou 
was kept busy replying to them. 


Report of Physicians. 


The following bulletin was issued by 


the physicians: "The president was 
shot about 4 o'clock. Oae ''bullet 
struck him on the upper portion o; 
the breast bone, glancing and not pen 
etrating; the second bullet penetratec 
the abdomen Sve inches below the left 
nipple and one and one-half inches to 
the left of the median line. The ab- 
domen was opened through the line ot 
the bullet wound. It was found that 
the bullet had penetrated the stomach 
The opening in the front wall of the 
stcmach was carefully closed with silk 
stitcfces. after which a search was 
made for a hole in the back wail o 
the stomach.

A» a cvuBequence there was dearth of 
the demonstrations which accompa- 
nied the announcement that President 
Gar field had been shot, or the out- 
break of wrath and deep sorrow, which 
was a feature of the assaes:aat:oa of 
President Lincoln. That the moss of 
the people was keenly interested b»- 
came manifest during the evening, 
when the bulletin boards became ._*e 
center of interest for thousands on 
upper Broadway, in Harlem and at 
the newspaper offices In Park Row. 
The crowds which gathered about 
these news centers were in some 
cases as numerous as are the crowds 
on the occasion of national elections. 
They were almost stoical in uieir in- 
terest. 


News at Canton. 


Canton, O., Sept. 7.—The news of 


the attempted assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinley spread like wildfire 
throughout the city. It was a great 
shock to Cantonites. The first news 
was given to Mrs. M. C. Barber, Mrs. 
McKinley's sister. Not long after the 
first reports received they began to 
gather in small companies in front of 
the McKinley residence in North Mar- 
ket street. Before many minutes had 
elapsed a surging crowd of anxious 
persons gathered and many ventured 
up to the door of the McKinley home 
to ask the attendants what was the 
latest news received. A spirit of 
gloom hangs over the entire city. 
Strong men with tears in their eyes 
stand on the street discussing the 
awful affair, and eagerly watch for 
new bulletins and fresh editions of 
the papers.
